/•The unofficial results of 
Antioch's latest census were 
released by. Mayor Raymond, 
Toft this, week. . 

The filial count puts the 
total population of ■ Antioch 
at 2,765, a gain of 500 per- 
sons since the last census on 
April 1, ,1060. 

The official result will be 
received • from the Federal 
Bureau of Census- latcr^ 
Mayor Toft said. He was in- 
formed that the official 
count is usually slightly 
higher than the first unoffi- 
cial figure. 

Attorney Edward' Jacobs 
said, the rise in. population 
shown by the census will 
bring additional income' to 
(he village in motor fuel tax 
funds amounting to about $5 
a. year per additional por- 
son. This increase. Toft 
said,', should pay the cost of 
the census in the -first year.
